Paris Journal Says Military Escort

Piling Up Proof for Dreyfus. 

The Figaro, continuing today its analysis

Havemeyer family. Thomas J. Havemeyer 
was regarded as a confirmed bachelor. He 
had an immense estate at Throggs Neck, 
Westchester County; bachelor apartments 
at 116 East Nineteenth street, New York, 
and, as it is now alleged, still another estab- 
lishment at 154 West Forty-sixth street, 
where he lived for five years with a secretly 
wedded wife. Her maiden name was Anna 
M. Wright. 

Through James W. Ridgeway, former Dis- 
trict Attorney of Kings County, she has ap- 
plied to Henry O. Havemeyer for her dower 
rights in the estate. 

For fifteen years this woman has kept ber 
secret from all except her immediate family. 
Long ago, according to her story, when 
Fourteenth street, New York, was consid- 
ered far up-town, the Havemeyers lived at 
195 West Fourteenth streét. A few doors 
away resided another family. Little Anna 


- Wright, as she was then called, was accus- 


tomed to play with the Havemeyer children 
in Union Square. It was there that she and 
Tom,“ as he was always called, met for 
the first time. 

“Tom was sent by his m to Heidel- 
berg, but on his return from Europe he again 
renewed the affection of his boyhood. 

Just after the death of her father, who was 
Sheriff of Nevada City, the family owned 
a large hotel called the Riverside, at Pleas- 
ure Bay, N. J. It was there that Mr. Have- 
meyer renewed the suit, but his family, he 
said, wished him either to remain single 
and go on developing the big sugar business, 
or else to marry wealth and position. 

Finally, she says, on the 8th of September, 
1884, Thomas J. Havemeyer succeeded in 
inducing her secretly to become his wife. 
It was also understood, for reasons that the 
young mar urged that the union should not 
be made public. The young girl agreed, be- 
cause she thought her acknowledgment by 
his family was only a matter of a few 
months’ delay. 

Many of the members of the Havemeyer 
family had died in the meantime, yet many 
of the obstacles remained. Anna took up 
her residence four or five years ago with her 
brother and the remainder of her family 

at 134 West Forty-sixth street. She and her 
family still live there. About one-half the 
time Mr. Havemeyer lived there also. 

When about two years ago Theodore A. 
Havemeyer died, T. J. Havemeyer thought 
the time of publicly acknowledging his wife 
was near at hand and even discussed it with 
her. 

It dy the claimants to the dead 
man assets that several members of the 
Havemeyer family not only knew of her ex- 
istence, but were well aware of the condition 
of things as they were. Mr. Havemeyer reg- 
ularly sent his wife a large check for her 
support. During his last illness Mr. Have- 
meyer was in his bachelor apartments. He 
sent frequent messages to his wife and she 
came to see him. On April6 Mr. Havemeyer 
died. 

Immediately after his death Mr. Henry O. 
Havemeyer took possession of his brother's 
effects. The personal property of the dead 
man was roughly estimated at $500,000 and 
the real estate at $250,000. It is said, how- 
ever, this was much below the amount. 
Thomas J. Havemeyer’s holdings in the 
Sugar trust alone, it is said, amounted to 
more than $1,000,000, while the real estate at 
Throggs’ Neck is worth over

SYRIA DEMANDS ITS FREEDOM. 


Junta in New York Issues a Declara- 
tion of Independence from 
Turkey. 


New York, May 11.—[Special. IA declara- 
tion of independence from Turkish rule was 
declared by the Syrian revofutionary junta 
in this city tonight. 

The declaration is written in Arabic, and 
is issued in New York because, as explained 
by the President of the junta, the United 
States is the natural birthplace of republics. 
The Syrians in America, encouraged by the 
ald given the Cubans, are hopeful of similar 
success for themselves. 

The Syrian revolutionary party in the 
United States numbers 25,000 men. The 
leaders of the movement claim to have the 
money with which to prosecute a war for 
independence. They also claim to have a 
similar organization in London, Paris, and 
other capitals of Europe. The New York 
branch claims to have funds in five of the 
leading city banks. | 

The Syrian junta in this city numbers 
thirty men. Its headquarters and the names 
of its officers are, of course, secret. 

The declaration issued today is sent out as 
the first call to the Syrian patriots all over 
the world. It recites the cruelties and 
rapacities of the Turkish rulers of Syria, the 
confiscation of property, the slaughter of 
men, women, and children, the violation of 
homes, and the burdens of taxation. Its 
striking paragraphs are as follows: 

Nothing has remained to us but revolu- 
tion. Through that alone can you lift the 
burden of tyranny from your aching shoul- 
ders, through that alone enfranchise your 
beloved, protect your families a your 
property. 

O, Syrians, it is time now for the silent 
to speak, for the lovers of truth and right to 
ery out and fight openly, for the dreamers 
to wake, and the tyrant to be toppled from 
his throne. In union do we find our strong- 
hold, and it is cowardice to back down once 
we have taken the forward step to the 
liberation of the fatherland which bore you, 
whose sweet air you have breathed, whose 
warm skies have sheltered you and those 
whom you hold dearer than your life. 

In the name of God, it is time to save 
Syria, where your ancestors are laid to rest 
and your children’s children are yet to be. 
Rise up, then, and stand nobly by ‘ Young 

Syria,’ your sister in patriotism and your 
leader to freedom. Think and act, be brave 
through all and respond to this call of the 

usade of justice and righteousness over 
tyranny and shame, that you shall have the 
right to say in after years, ‘ and I, too, la- 
bored as one who would lay down his life 
for the salvation of fatherland.’ ”

Howard City, Mich., May “11—Joseph 
Harvey last night killed his wife, his uncle, 
Robert Pierson, and his grandmother, and 
severely wounded his 3-months-old child, and 
his father-in-law, John Logenslayer, and 
finally shat himself, inflicting a wound which 
is expected to prove fatal. 

Harvey's uncle and grandmother lived a 
mile north of town. The murderer went 
there last evening. He asserts that Pierson, 
his uncle, was quarreling with his grand- 
mother, and that he interfered; that there-. 
‘upon Pierson stabbed and killed the old 
woman, and that he (Harvey) retaliated by 
shooting his uncle.

Former State Senator Lee of Pennsylya- 


nia, representing the independent refiners, 
made the direct charge that the ndard 
company had no possible means of making 
oll any cheaper than any one else, but de- 


nded upon illegal discriminations by rall- 
ds for its margin of profit. \ 
He asserted the rallroads which were in 


the combination received their lubricating 
oils at a low price, below the ¢ost df produc- 


tion, and in thie way were repaid for their 


discrimination in favor of the monopoly. He 
said the Standard company always put up 


the rates where it had no competition and 
showed that it had cut rates in New York 
from 9% to 5% cents a gallon when the inde- 
pendent refiners entered the field. 


Matter for National Control. 


One of the most significant points brou t 
out today, as it polnts in the 8 
the necessity of Congressional legislation 
rather than State control, was the fact that 
the independent refiners could easily com- 
pete with the oil trust in Europe, where the 
governments prevented combinations, while 
they could not do so here, owing to the 
friendship of the railroad companies for the 
Standard Oil company. 

During the course of his testimony in 
speaking of the effect of trusts upon the 
consumer, Mr. Lee said the tendency was 
to increase prices until they become ex- 
tortionate. rusts were organized to se- 
cure & monopoly, and when this was se- 
cured by closing up rival establishments 
they were in position to fix prices, which 


- wore, according to his observation, general- 
ly increased in order to. permit dividends 
on watered stock. This had been eminently 
true of the Standard Oil company. 


Competition Helps Consumer. 

He thought the competition had resulted 
in a saving of fully $3,000,000 to the people 
of Greater New York. The same condition 
of affairs existed at other competitive points. 

He estimated that the Standard company 
had within the last twenty years absorbed 
about 100 independent companies, but said 
the companies with whiih he was connected 
had refused to sell. 4

COLONEL DANIEL F. HITT, Ottawa, died at 
his home early yesterday morning aged 80 2 
He was one of the early settlers of La Salle County 
_ and a veteran of the 
: Black Hawk and civil 
wars. His death was 
the result of an accident 
in which he was thrown 
from his buggy by a 
train. Colonel Hitt had 
a sufferer from 
wounds received in the 
ciyil war, and this acci- 
dent caused a hem- 
orrhage which nearly 
resulted fatally on Tues- 
day: Colonel Hitt was 
an uncle of Congress- 
man Hitt and the father 
of Andrew J. Hitt, Gen- 
eral Superintendent of 
the Chicago, Rock Island 
and Pacific railway. He 
Colonel D. F. Hitt. was born in Kentucky in 
1810, his father being a 
Methodist minister and a strong anti-slavery man. 
He received his early education at Urbana, O., 
and began the study of engineering in 1829. 4 
year later he came to Chicago as assistant engi- 
neer on the Illinois and Michigan Canal. Colonel 
Hitt remained in the engineering business for six- 
teen years, and, during the Black Hawk war, he 
served as a private in Stephenson's Rangers. 
After the war he settled in La Salle County, where 
he was elected the first County Surveyor. When 
the civil war broke out Colonel Hitt and Colonel 
Cushman -recruited the Fifty-third Illinots In- 
fantry. While in command of the regiment at 
the battle of La Grange his horse was shot and 
fell on him, and this injury, which was never 
entirely cured, was one of the causes of his death. 
During his early political Ute Colonel Hitt was a 
Democrat, but since the war he has been a stead- 
fast Republican, In 1848 he married Mise Phoebe 
Smith of Pennsylvania. They had six children, 
three of whom are now living. They are Andrew 
J., Rector G., and Ella, who ts living at the Hitt 
home with her mother, who eurvives the Colonel. 
After the war Colonel Hitt resided in Ottawa. 
He was a thirty-second degree Mason, a mem- 
ber of the Royal Arch, Blue Lodge, and Oriental 
Consistory, and of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic.

LAKESIDE RAGES ‘BEGIN 


PRETTY WEATHER AND GOOD 
CROWD FOR THE OPENING. | 
Hobart Is Beaten by Al Fresco and 
Myth by Tenby—John Grigsby out- 
runs First Past-Corsine Has Almost 
a Walkover in the Clark Stakes— 
Boney Boy Beaten on the Post by 
Trillo in a Handicap at Morris Park 
~Another Good Day for Sloan. 


What the opening of the racing season in 
this vicinity yesterday lacked in quality of 
horses and in accommodations for the crowd 
at the track was compensated for in a meas- 
ure by the superb weather and the good 
transportation facilities. 

There was a sad lack of class to the horses 
which made up the program of eveuts at 
Lakeside and the so-called grand stand, 
from which the spectators were supposed to 
watch the sport is a ramshackle affair, with 
a glass front through which the horses can 
scarcely be seen, let alone distinguished one 
from another; yet 2,000 people who made 
the journey to the track had a pleasant 
journey. In the first place, the scenery along 
the railways improves noticeably each year, 


‘while the elevation of the tracks permits 


faster time; and, in the second place, they 
found the air so bracing and the sunshine so 
companionable that they did not mind stand- 
ing out on the crowded steps or walking 
about the limited inclosure while the races 
were run. It was a better dressed crowd 
than Roby generally gets. 

The betting room was a comfortable spot, 
especially as all the six winmers were well 
matched. Eight regular, one field, and one 
2 book did business. Among those 
on the block were J. M. Murphy and “ Kid 
Weller. It was a “syndicate” ring, the 
prices being the same in all the books. In 
the third race, which had eight starters, the 
favorite was at 8 to 5, and 4 to 1 was the best 
obtainable against three other horses. 

The racing was without sensational inci- 
dent, and, with the exception of the contest 
for 2-year-old fillies, was spirited through- 
out. Hobart, the 3-year-old which raced so 
weli at Memphis that a fancy price is said 
to have been refused for him, met defeat in 
the mile event. Considerable interest at- 
tached to his appearance and many risked 


a bet on him at 3 to 5. He was probably a 
little short, and, 


anyhow, was not handled 
by Smith with any too much skill. Hobart 
went al once to the front, but was restrained 
all through the back stretch, with Kenmore 
Queen and Al Fresco ketping close to him. 

Rounding the upper turn Nutt got the rail 
with Al Fresco and saving ground on béth 
the final turns went after the leader in the 
stretch, getting to him at the sixteenth pole. 
Hobart did not quit by any means under the 
whip, bit was unable to deny Licalzi’s game 
selling plater, which won by a neck.

CONFIRMS THE CAR DEAL. | 


ELKINS SAYS CONSOLIDATION OF CHI- 
CAGO LINES IS COMPLET®. 

New Company Is to Be Known as the 
“Chicago Traction Company” and 
Will Be. Capitalized with $30,000,000 
of Preferred and Common stock 

Charles T. Yerkes Said to Have Re- 
ceived Twelve Million tor 
His Holdings. | 
— — 


Philadelphia, Pa., May 11.—[Special.]~ 
William 1. Elkins confirmed the published 
reports of the 380,000,000 consolidation of 
the North Chicago; West Chicago, and Chi- 
cago Consolidated Traction companies to- 
day. He said: 

“The new company will be known as the 
Chicago Traction company, and will take in 
all the corporations mentioned. There will 
be about $30,000,000 worth of preferred and 


| common stock.“ 


It is said that Charles T. Yerkes received 
$12,000,000 for his holdings, and that the 
shares of the consolidating companies may 
be placed in the hands of a trustee, who will 
issue stock certificates against the deposits, 
The principal and interest upon these trust 
certificates will be guaranteed by the trace 
tion company, which will lease all the lines 
it acquires for 900 years, or such period as 
will make the lease terminate at the same 
time the 900-year leases of the absorbed 
companies expire. 


The only local feature in the deal whereby 
the Yerkes interests in the surface street 
car lines of Chicago are to be transferred 
to an Eastern syndicate was the announce- 
ment yesterday that the committee repre- 
senting the purchasers, which was expected 
in Chicago this week to complete the deal, 
would not arrive until next week, and possi- 
bly not come at all. The final matters, such 
as signing of papers and paying over of 
money, may take place in New York. All 
that is left to do now is the financial part of 
the transaction, and it can be attended to 
better, probably, there than here. The ex- 
amination of the properties and similar mat- 
ters which required the presence of the pur- 
chasers or their representatives in Chica- 
go has been thoroughly attended to. As 
for the deal itself, that is practically com- 
pleted, and on the lines given in Tun TRIb- 
UNE yesterday, so far as such a thing can be 
completed without the papers being signed 
and the money paid, The details remaining 
are all minor ones, and that they will be 
straightened out and the trade actually con- 
summated in a few days is settled.

He made a mistake in coming to Chicago, 
for he had no experience in public school 
management and he was undcquainted both 
with our schools and our people.

| IAN MACLAREN ON THE CHURCH CRISIS 
Dr. Watson has all but succeeded in his 
attempt in the current number of the North 
American Review to furnish American 
readers with “a succinct and impartial 
statement of the present religious situa- 
tion in England.” It does seem as if Scots- 
men are especially fitted to summarize im- 
partially questions—Ameri¢an or Anglican, 
for example—into which the national bias 
has no opportunity to enter. | 
One of the most thoughtful and sympa- 
thetie criticisms of American institutions 
was furnished by that distinguished Scot, 
Professor James Bryce, in his treatise on 
the “American Commonwealth.” Pro- 
fessor Bryce's well-known liberalism in 
English politics prepared him for a sympa- 
j thetic insight into what was best in Amer- 
ican institutions, while his enlightened Brit- 
ish patriotism—which was as far removed 
from the Cockney jingoism of the London 
music halls as the patriotism, say, of Goy- 
ernor Roosevelt is remote from the jingo- 
ism of Bishop Spalding—was a sufficient 
corrective against a too slavish admiration 
of everything American. Absolute im-

Be 
this as it may, the Presbyterian in England 
is- not so much under the ban of social in- 
terlority as his Methodist or Baptist breth- 
ren, and it is not strange to find Dr. Watson 
extending his sympathies to the other two 
parties of the English Church. What more 
natural for him than to say a kindly word 
for that broad church party which prq- 
duced such men as Dean Stanley and others, 
whose sympathies. with Presbyterianism 

were so pronounced. 

Dr. Watson is evidently a clergyman 
whose historical sense is keen and whose 
esthetic predilections are no less marked. 
It is easy to see why he should view with 
favor the high church party, “ which rests 
upon a solid historical basis and stands 
for the beauty of public worship.” : 

The national antipathy of the Scot to any- 
thing which savors of Romanism is pro- 
verbial, and if Dr. Watson could only have 
overcome his hereditary bias and said a 
kindly word for ritualism he would have 
enabled the readers of his article to view the 
English situation from all its aspects. This 
need not be said in any spirit of detrac- 
tion—absolute impartiality is not so de- 
sirable as honest conviction.

Two years ago Congress 
enacted a law to restrict immigration by im- 


‘posing an educational qualification. Presi- 


dent Cleveland vetoed that bill, and no spe- 
cial complaint was made by the public. Ef- 
forts were made to get a similar measure 
through the last Congress, but they failed. 
An attempt to pass a prohibitory measure, 
which nobody has asked for. would be an 
utter failure. Some of the labor unions are 
beginning to grumble about foreign immi- 
gration, not on account of the pauper labor 
which finds its way into the country but on 
account of the cheap labor which comes 
here and which some workingmen fear will 
cut down their wages. But the members of 
the unions have not reached the point yet 
where they seriously demand restrictions on 
immigration. If a measure could be de- 
vised which would let in their brothers and 
cousins and other relatives while keeping 
out the rest of mankind they might approve 
of it. It is not easy, however, to draft a 
measure elastic enough to do that. Were 
an educational qualification to be imposed 
now it would not accomplish much. Ac- 
cording to the Commissioner of Labor, 
Poles, Russians, and Hungarians are study- 
ing the constitution and English school 
books, so as to be able to stand an examina- 
tion. A prohibitory law would bar them 
out, but after over a century of free immi- 
gration no Chinese wall can be built around 
the United States. |

Four or 
six years of officeholding sometimes demor- 
alize a man so that when his term ends and 
he has to go back to private life he is fit for 
nothing. 

A five or six thousand dollar sword is 
a nice thing to have if one has the means 
to live up to such a costly gift.

TAX ON VALUE OF FRANCHISES. 

In his annual message to the Legislature 
Governor Roosevelt urged the question of 
taxation upon the attention of the New 
York Legislature, saying that no other 
question was “of such permanent impor- 
tance in the domestic economy” of the State, 
and that the existing system of taxation 
was “in utter confusion, full of injustices 
and queer anomalies.” , 

The Legislature responded in its closing 
hours by passing the Ford bill. It amends 
the tax law of the State by extending the 
real property tax to the value of public 
franchises. The term real property is 
made by the amendment to cover “ surface, 
„underground, or elevated railroads, in- 
“ cluding the value of all franchises, rights, 
“or permission to construct, maintain, or 
“ operate the same in, under, above, on, or 
“through streets, highways, or public 
“places.” It is likewise made to include 


“the value of all franchises ... to. 


“operate in any streets 
“ any mains, pipes, tanks, conduits, or wires 
„„ „ for conducting water, steam, 
“ heat, light, power, gas, oil, or other sub- 
“ stance, or electricity for telegraphic, tele- 
“phonic, or other purposes.” 

Taxation thus, in the case of corporations 
enjoying public franchises, instead of being 
limited to the value of tangible property, is 
to be extended over the value of such fran- 
chises. That is, the difference between the 
value of the plant and the market value of 
the stocks and bonds of the companies is 
to be taxed. In many cases this value of 
the franchise greatly exceeds the value of 
the plant—or the actual investment in the 
business. As regards street railways, for 
example, in this city, the former is more 
than double the latter, and such a law as 
this would more. than treble the tax levy 
on these properties. A 
The stocks affected were depressed. in the 


market after the passage of the bill, and |

TO TAKE THE FIRST CENSUS OF THE 
WORLD.—Plans were made at the recent 
meeting of the International Statistical as- 
sociation at Berne, Switzerland, to take a 
census of the world. It will be the first time 
the great work was ever even attempted. 
The twelfth census of the United States, to 
be taken next year, will be a part of it. The 
best estimate of the present population of 
the world is that made by Professors Behm 
and Wagner of Gottingen, Germany.

yooD COMMITTEE TOLD ADULTERA- 
TIONS ARE HARMFUL. 


8 fi. G. Piffor«: Declares Some Contain 
acetanilid, Which Compresses the 
arteries—Says Pure Beers Are Un- 
common — Professor Prescot Tes- 
tines Imported Brews Are Doctored 
Wants Ban on Salicylic Acid, Bo- 
rax, and Formaldchyde. 


It was brought out before the Senatorial 
Committee on Pure Food Investigation yes- 


- terday that many people who drink bromo- 


seltzer do not get the real article always, 
but a substitute that is highly poisonous, 
This information. was given by Dr. Henry 
6. Pifford, a practicing physician of New 
York City, who testified in the morning. 
according to him, acetanilid, a product of 
coal tar, is the substitute used for bromide 
of potassium in bromo-seltzer, because it is 
cheaper and answers the same purpose. At 
‘the same time the witness emphasized its 
dangerous element and how it reduced and 
compressed the arteries. The witness men- 
‘toned a case in New York where a druggist 
was summoned and made to acknowledge he 
had used the substitute, which, in that in- 
stance, had almost proved fatal. 


Pure Beer Hard to Find. 


‘Dr. Pifford then took up the subject of 
adulterated beer, and said that up to five 
years ‘ago pure beer could not be had in 
New York. Since then, however, some of 
the brewers were making a proper article 
as well as an impure one. He said the great 
mass of people in New York had become so 
accustomed to the latter they would have 

‘nothing else. He thought new beers, which 


had not. been matured, were harmful, and | 


urged that a law be enacted similar to the 
law which prescribes the keeping of whis- 
kies in bond a certain length of time. He 
said he believed certain antiseptic preserv- 
atives were used in imported beers and for 


_that reason they were deleterious in a meas- 


ure. 
Dr. Pifford said al’o that starch was mixed 
with salt, but that the adulterant was not 
harmful. Borax, salicylic acid, formaline, 
and other preservatives were active irritants 
and poisonous and should be prohibited, or 
when sold shouid be labeled. He thought 
that glucose in sirups and jellies was in- 
jurious. Concluding, he urged the passage 
of a national law which should be funda- 
mental; leaving it to the States to supple- 
ment this measure by specific enactments 
that would embrace the entire question in 
detail. 
Says Antiseptics Are Injurious. 

Albert’ B. Prescot, professor of organic 
chemistry at the University of Michigan and 
an cminent hygienist, said he believed pre- 
servatives and antiseptics in food were un- 
favorable to the digestive organs and there- 
Lore an injury to public health. They invited 
the use of an interior grade of foods, he said, 
which otherwise would not obtain use; and 
that as constituents of food they either 
should be prohibited altogether by law or 
bear label as to what they really were. He 
pointed aut that salicylic acid, borax, and 
formaldehyde were commonly used as pre- 
Servatives. The last, he noticed, was fas. 
coming into general use. Wood alcohol, he 
said, had no place in food, and formaldehyde 
was in the same category, for it interfered 
with the digestive organs. 


Condemns the Use of Alum. 

The witness condemned the use of alum 
baking powders. He held that alum did 
undergo some change before it reached the 
stomach, but was inclined to believe a resi- 
due was let, and if this were the care he 
thought it would mix with the digestive 
juices and become an astringent. The resi- 
due left in food prepared with pure cream 
of tartar baking powder he thought was fa- 
vorable to health. 5 


Would Bar All Preservatives. 


Professor V. C. Vaughn, professor of hy- 


giene at the University of Michigan and 
Division Surgeon in the volunteer army at 
Santiago, said no distinction should be 
drawn between adulterated foods that are 
injurious and those that are not. He cited 
skimmed milk, which was not adulterated, 
but when fed toa child would starve it. He 
said colorings should be prohibited, because | 
their object is to enable the seller to get a 
good price for counterfeits—butter and but- 
terine especially. He never had found color- 
ing matter in sufficient quantities to be es- 
pecially harmful. He thought the extent of 
‘its use should be regulated by law. The 
witness said preservatives should be in- 
hibited generally. He pointed out that the 
most common preservatives used im the 
manufacture of jellies were hydro-chloric 
and sulphuric acids, the former being more 
general. He said wood alcohol, which was 
used in the manufacture of flavoring ex- 
tracts, was poisonous. 

Professor Vaughn said it would be diffi- 
cult to fix standards for some articles, but 
manufactured foods should have a set 
Standard, and there should be a national 
board to prescribe the limits of adultera- 
tions and see that those Iimits were ad- 
hered to. He declared it would benefit not 
only the manufacturer and consumer, but 
raise the standard and values of the food 
oo of this country in foreign mar- 

* 


Antiseptics Are Not Needed. 

H. C. Adams, Dairy and Food Commis- 
Sioner of Wisconsin, urged the necessity of 
& comprehensive national pure food law. 

„ he said, could not cover the mat- 
ter completely, but it could give to the States 
& model food law. Antiseptic preservatives, 
he said, were used simply to cover up the 
errors and shiftlessness of the producers and 
manufacturers. He held, as had Professor 
Vaughan, that with a proper sterilizing of 
foods preservatives were not necessary.

BAN ON A BEER GARDEN, 


JUDGE HANECY ENJOINS THE OWN- 


ERS OF THE GERMANIA. 


Court Stops Work on the Shelter Sheds | 


and Sounding Board of the Resort 
at Fifty-first Street and Grand Bou- 
levard—May Not Sell Liquor on Part 
of the Land—Owners Will Fight the 
Granting of a License—Delay in 
“Ed” Smith’s Case. | 


— 


Judge Hanecy yesterday issued an injunc- 
tion directed to Ferdinand Buxbaum, Henry 
Cohen, and John Boetter, proprietors of the 
Germania beer garden, Fifty-first street and 
Grand boulevard, restraining them from 
building shelter sheds along the sides of the 
land they occupy, building a sounding board 
and band stand, and the sale of beer or 
other intoxicating liquor in the north 100 
feet of the property. The complainants are 
Herman and Albert Frenzpauser, owners of 
the land north of the garden. 

The Germania garden fronts for 300 feet 


in Grand boulevard and 150 feet in Fifty- | 


first street. The contention of the compiain- 
ants is the north 100 feet of this land lies In 
the prohibitory district of Hyde Park and 
the remainder in the local option district. 
The erection of the shelter sheds along the 
fence of the garden would be a violation of 
the city ordinance. The band stand also is 
declared to be against the building ordi- 
nances. Speaking of the case Attorney E. 
B. Felsenthal, who appeared for the com- 
plainants, said: 

We have the support of every property- 
owner on the boulevard on which this garden 
practically fronts. In addition, I have the 
formal protest of Josephine G. Burney of 
New York, owner of the remainder of the 
Fifty-first street frontage to the west of 
the saloon premises, against the issuance of 
a license. The premises across,the street 
are controlled by the Hogan estate. which 
also is opposed to granting a saloon license 
for the garden. These objections will be 
presented to the Mayor as ground for the 
revocation of the license.“ 

Among the property-owners who will aid 
in the fight against the saloon are Charles 
L. Hutchinson, Jacob L. Kesner, Francis 
T. Murphy, Chancellor L. Jenks, Simon 
Florsheim, and A. C. Bartlett. The conten- 
tion that the saloon should be barred, it 
being within 150 feet of the line of the boule- 
vard, in violation of the regulations of the 
South 
hearing of the suit. The present restraining 
order will remain in force till the case comes 
to a hearing. 

Corporation Counsel Walker said during 
the day he would expect the representatives 
of both sides in the controversy over the 
issuance of saloon licenses to Ed Smith's 
roadhouse and the Tavern,“ Fifty-first 
street and Cottage Grove avenue, to file 


written arguments and presentations of 


proof to him. He does not expect to be able 
to give a decision for some days.

Countess of Cowper and other great London 
leaders, She took under her wing Jennie 
Jerome when the latter became engaged to 
her son Randolph Churchill, and again when 
Mrs. Hammersley of New York married the 
former Duke of Marlborough, the old Duch- 
ess took up tho cause of her new American 
daughter-in-law with all the more vigor, 
that an attempt was made by the powerful 
Hamilton clique in London to ostracise the 
former Mrs.Hammersley for having married 
the man who had been divorced under pecu- 
Marly unsavory circumstances by Lady Al- 
berta Hamilton (the original by the way of 
Lady Corisande in Lord Beaconsfield’s novel, 
* Lothair ’’). 


If Lady Randolph Churchill and her boys 
have been so well off, especially since Lord 
Randolph's death, it is owing to the fact 
that the Duchess, who was passionately fond 
of Randolph, saved every cent of money 
that she could spare in order to leave hima 
fortune, Unlike most English noblemen 
who marry American girls he did not wed 
money, for Lady Randolph had but $15,- 
000 a year from her father, and had this not 
been specially guaranteed by a mortgage 
on the Union League club of New York es- 
tate, it would have vanished at the time of 
Leonard Jerome's financial collapse.

The later dispatches as to the 
situation among the grain handlers at Buf- 
falo were not quite so favorable, and per- 
haps had something to do with the reaction 
in all the grain markets towards the close 
of the session. Export clearances were 438,- 
000 bu and primary receipts are much below 
those of a year ago. The country shows no 
further disposition to sell corn, and the ar- 
rivals here are so meager that sample mar- 
ket quotations are in a way nominal. Mc- 
Reynolds, who was a conspicuous buyer of 
July oats, was also a heavy buyer of corn. 
The May delivery advanced relatively as 
compared to July in deference to the cash 
market. There was some buying of Septem- 
ber corn, but on the whole the market was 
strong and active. It led the advance in 
wheat and reluctantly followed wheat when 
the latter market turned loose. 


Wheat Market Is Erratic, 


No one had an entirely satisfactory theory 
to account for the vagaries of the wheat 
market. It rallied sharply early, recovering 
all the curb loss on the government report, 
only to slump off sharply and sell Me to e 
below the lowest price made on Wednesday 
afternoon on the government report an- 
nouncement. There was but little recovery 
to the close and the last prices showed a net 
loss of 1½ for May and 2c for July. The 


great difficulty with the market is that there 


is no volume of trade and a few professionals 
are able arbitrarily to influence prices. Bar- 


rett and C. H. Smith were the heavy buyers 
early, but were fully as conspicuous on the 


selling side after the market turned. Singu- 
larly enough there were no stop loss orders 


at 710 for July, which was the early low 


price. The people who were credited with 
the best buying yesterday were also the 
people whose buying prevented a still fur- 


ther break un the curb Wednesday night. The 
government report was taken as suggesting 


a yield of 310,000,000 bu, which is a tina 
line with the later estimates made up from 
the detailed percentages wired here by the 
government statistician. Foreign markets 
were sufficiently lower to indicate the recep- 
tion given by the report abroad. Liverpool 
closed with futures off d to 4d. 
were light at 235,000 bu, with primary re-

commission houses was too extensive, Evi- 
dently the liquidation is not entirely over. 
Pork again broke sharply, at one time show- 
ing 15c decline. Liverpdol was lower on lard. 
The showirg of shipments was not partic- 
ularly favorable, as the receipts of lard ex- 
ceeded the shipments. Local receipts of hogs 
were under the estimate, and Western mar- 
kets had only 65,500, against 72,600 a year 
ago. The packing of the West for the week 
was nearly 100,000 hogs less than the same 
week last year. 

There was a broader market in oats, the 
July delivery showing a range of a full cent, 
an altogether unusual feature. May and 
September each moved about ec, and all, 
with the exception of May—which was Me 
higher—closed substantially the same as on 
Wednesday. Early in the day July was 
pushed up nearly ic on steady buying by 
McReynolds, Seaverns, Bartlett-Frazier, 
Patten, and other leaders, but the reaction 
came when these orders were filled, andother 
‘surrounding markets became decidedly 
weak. Crop news was bearish. Receipts 
were 367,900 bu, against 442,700 bu on the 
corresponding day last year. Shipments were 
865,800 bu, as compared with 200, 100 bu. Rye 
was again neglected and dull. May was 58c 
bid, without transactions. July sold at 54\c,

JUDGE DUNNE RULES FOR COUNTY 
BODY IN STUCKART CASE. 


— 


Declares the Members of the Present 

- Board Are Officers de Facto and 
That Clerk Knopt Rightfually 

Turned the Books Over to Them— 
Appeal Taken to the Supreme Court 
—Gist of the Decision—Deputy Me- 
Carroll’s Arrest. 


Judge Dunne ruled yesterday, in t#e man- 
damus proceedings brought by South Town 
Assessor Henry Stuckart, that the present 
Board of Assessors are de facto offfcers,”’ 
that they have a right to proceed with their 
duties whether the law authorizing their 
offices be constitutional ‘or not, and that 
County Clerk Knopf did right in turning the 

ks over to them. 

Ex-Judge Shope, representing Mr. Stuck- 
art, took an appeal to the Supreme Court, 
which was granted, but the attorneys for 
Clerk Knopf and the Board of Assessors 
contend that the Supreme Court in this ap- 
peal cannot rule on the constitutionality of 
the law, but only on the law embraced in 
Judge Dunne’s decision. Ex-Judge Shope 
contends that this is not the case and wil) 
endeavor to force the higher court to pass 
on the constitutionality of the law, with the 
intention of having the books turned over 
to his client under such a decision. 


1 Points in the Decision. 
Judge Dunne’s decision included the fol- 
lowing points: 

The defense in this case has based its 
arguments on two propositions: First, that 
the constitutionality of the law cannot be 
raised in mandamus proceedings. I am sur- 


‘ prised that counsel should seriously argue in 


favor of such a proposition. It is a clearly 
established fact, supported by many in- 
stances both in the lower courts and the 


Supreme Court that this question can be 


brought up by mandamus proceedings. And 
there is no doubt in the mind of the court 
that the first contention ts without weight. 

“ The second proposition advanced by the 
defense is that, notwithstanding the con- 
etitutionality or unconstitutionality of the 
law of 1898, on the face of the pleadings, the 
petition should be dismissed by virtue of 
the fact that the County Clerk actedin good 
faith in obeying the law and delivering the 


assessment books to the Board of Assessors. 


This position is supported by the parallel 
case reported in the 85th Illinois, where 
Phillips, who claimed to be South Town 


Assessor, brought mandamus proceedings 


against Herman Lieb, then Clerk of Cook 
County, for the delivery of the South Town 
assessment books, which the Clerk had al- 
ready giver to Gray, who had been declared 
South Town Assessor by the County Ap- 
pointing board. The Supreme Court, in de- 
elding that case, held that the County Clerk 
was justified in obeying the law in his de-

He argues that the present decis- 
ion binds only the litigants directly con- 
cerned and does not bar out other individ- 
uals. The appeal will come up during the 


June term, but the attorneys for the other 


side are positive in their statements that the 


, eects of their clients certainly will stand. 


County Assessor Weber and his associates 
regard the decision as finally disposing of 
the claims of the Town Assessors to be re- 
ceived as equals and ex-officio Assessors of 
the County Board of Assessors. They are 
greatly elated, as the end of the matter re- 
moves from their work an element of dan- 
ger. Many taxpayers had declared them- 
selves to be in doubt about which Assessors 
should receive their assessments, and some 
were going to refuse to recognize both, and 
go into the courts to avoid paying taxes im- 
posed by either. The decision clears away 
the cloud of threatened litigation with tax- 
payers. 

Deputy McOarroll’s Case. 
Deputy Assessor George McCarroll, who 
Was arrested on Wednesday, charged with 
accepting a bribe from a taxpayer, is the 
first deputy to be accused of bribe-taking, 
and the Assessors hope his arrest will check 

any more that may be going on. Two or 
three other men are being watched, but 
nothing so far has been found against them 
definitely. The Assessors say that as soon 
as the law is understood it will be impossible 
for the men to get any money, as it is impus- 
sible for a go-between to exist.. The board 
is within reach of all the people and does its 
business directly.

Chicago, May 8.—[Editor of The Tribune.] 
—Several of the speakers at the Auditorium 
meeting asked. What else could we have 
done with the Philippines?” But among 
the various alternatives presented none 
ventured to give the only one for which the 
anti-imperialists contend—namely: that we 
should have given satisfactory assurances 
to the natives of our wish to permit them to 
exercise self-government as soon as possi- 
ble.

Chancellor Craig of Drake University 
Tells of Morgan’s Re-engagement

Des Moines, Ia., May 11.—[Special.]— 


Chancellor William Bayard Craig of Drake 
University made a public statement today 
denying the story that appeared in dis- 
patches from Des Moines to Chicago papers 
that there was trouble in the faculty of that 
institution on accougt of the alleged her- 
of Professor Morgan, who occupies 
the chair of Hebrew. 

The chancelloy states positively that there 
is no trouble ih the university, that there 
has been no formal charges made against 
Professor Morgan at any meeting of the 
Board of Trustees, and that there is no 
row“ in the faculty. Concerning the 
meeting of the board, at which it was as- 
serted that Professor Morgan was charged 
with heresy, Chancellor Craig bays: 

Almost every year when the Board of 
Trustees meets in Drake University, or in 
any similar institution, some complaints 
find expression in some way against one or 
more teachers. This year there were some 
complaints against Professor Morgan. The 
board learned of these complaints and con- 
sidered them. It was not a heresy trial in 
any sense; it was simply a question as to 
satisfactory work in the face of opposition 
on the part of some of his students. Pro- 
fessor Morgan, it was asserted, would ac- 
cept whatever work might be assigned him 
and seek to fulfill the wishes of the manage- 
ment. He was elected to his old chair of 
Hebrew with work in Greek added, and his 
salary was raised with that of other pro- 
fessors in the university. The session of the

DENIAL OF IOWA HERESY STORY 


EXPECTS WAR TO CLOSE SOON. 


Captain Eastman, Just from Manila, 
Thinks Peace Will Be Etsablished 


Within a Month. 


Captain Frank F. Eastman of the Four- 
teenth United States Infantry arrived at the 
Palmer House yesterday. He left Manila 
April 3 on sick leave, being one of the pas- 
sengers on the transport Sherman, which 
arrived in San Francisco April 30. He is on 
his. way to rejoin his family in Massachu- 
setts: . 

People in this country who talk about 
the war on the part of the Filipinos being for 
independence do not know what they are 
talking about.“ he said. It is a war ofa 
few scheming, selfish loaders, who have re- 
sorted to desperate methods to secure a fol- 
lowing. Not only have they lied and mis- 
represented things in every possible manner, 
but they also have resorted to intimidation 
to keep their forces together. The threat 
of death has been held up as the fate of any 
who refuse longer to fight the Americans. 


Even to counsel peace was to invite possible 
death. 


“The Filipinos are brave, but they lack 


the qualities the American soldier possesses. 


Their marksmanship is wretchedly poor 
and they are poorly officered. If they had 
been good marksmen the mortality in our 
ranks would have been something frightful, 
tor our troops have been exceedingly reckless 
in the manner in which they have exposed 
themselves in battle. This accounts largely 


for the fatalities which have come to them. 


Time and time again, when good cover 
was offered, our men would stand up in the 
open and calmly pick out their men. Of 


course this is bravery, but it has been the. 


cause of many deaths. Had we been op- 
posed by a foe skilled in the use of firearms 
I tremble to think what our death lists 
would have been. But, at the same time, 
this reckless courage has gone a long way 
2 terrifying and demoralizing the Fill- 
pinos. 

“The volunteers have shown the most 
superb courage. It is needless to say what 
the regulars are. They can always be 
counted on to do whatever is asked of them 
and have proved themselves to be the best 
soldiers in the world. In my opinion the 
war is nearly over, and within a month 
peace will be established in Luzon.“ 


Congressman D. B. Henderson of Du- 
buque, Ia., one of the leading candidates 
for Speaker of the House, was in the city a 
few hours yesterday on his way from Wash- 
ington to his home.

It is impossible for any man to talk 
with the President ten minutes on this sub- 
ject and not be impressed with the loftiness 
and sincerity of his purpose. I believe he 
is imbued with as lofty and enlighte 
ideas with reference to the Philippines a 
our other new possessions as were the 
founders of our constitution, and Iam equal- 
ly confident that many of those who have 
been so swift to impugn his motives and crit- 
icise his general conduct of affairs will re- 
gret their course. 

The one idea which dominates the Pres- 
ident’s mind is to bring the blessings of 
peace and our own free institutions upon the 
people of the Philippines. No one regrets 
the blood that has been shed more than he, 
but to have desisted from the course which 
was entered upon and which was forced 
upon us would have been a crime against 
civilization and would have brought dis- 
grace upon the nation and his administra- 
tion. Time will abundantly prove the wis- 
dom of his course.“ 

“It has taken the Filipinos a long time 
to arrive at any understanding of American 
methods and purposes, but the truth seems 
at last to be reaching them, and from now on 
I look to see a steadily growing sentiment 
favorable to American control. ;
